Anderson uses same words for dif ferent meanings 

Anderson ISO network layers/levels (FIG. I , col. 2 lines 4-15) are not the same as, 
and are independent of, layers or levels of protocol units that are displayed in the patent 
application (PA page 3, lines 6-26). The ISO network layers facilitate understanding 
(Anderson col. 2, lines 2- 1 4) but do not represent actual data. The protocol units 
displayed in the PA represent actual transmissions of data. One or more protocol units or 
operations, at one level completes a protocol unit at a next higher level (FIGS. 5C 7A-C). 
The ISO network layer structure represents seven categories of communication and places 
these categories in a layered sequence based upon their relation to the user but they do not 
represent actual units of transmission. 

Office misconstrues Anderson 

Anderson (col. 4, lines 49-57; col. 9, lines 16-27; FIG. 3; items 302 & 318; col. 5 
lines 18-22- col 28 lines 27-43) is concerned with the display of statistics for occurrence 
and distribution of transmissions (see Anderson FIGS. 18, 19A, 19B, 19C. 20), not data 
in the transmissions. Anderson mentions frames (col. 31, lines 12-25). A frame may be 
considered a protocol unit of the PA. But Anderson does not mention a hierarchy ot 
frames or protocol units (PA FIGS. 5C, 7 A-C) and Anderson does not mention field cells 
having text fields and field descriptors as defined in the PA (FIG. 3 and all "50"). 

Office misconstrues Schlater 

Schlater (col. 3, line 47 to col. 4 line 3; FIG. 1, items 8 & 10; col. 4 lines 34-42) 
does not mention a display having a hierarchy of first and second field cells having text 
fields and field descriptors as defined in the PA specification. 
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
